Claims 31-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as containing subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor (s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
The instant application does not disclose a full open reading 
frame (ORF) for SEQ ID NO 3, which SEQ ID NO encodes SEQ ID NO 4 . 
The region of SEQ ID NO 3 that encodes SEQ ID NO 4 is positions 
2-649. Positions 2-4 of SEQ ID NO 3 encode Phe as ttt, which is 
not shown in the instant application to be an initiator codon. 
The absence of an in frame initiation codon in SEQ ID NO 3 is 
evidence that positions 2-649 of SEQ ID NO 3 is not a full ORF 
and the SEQ ID NO 4 is a partial peptide sequence of a larger 
polypeptide. Accordingly, applicant has not provided an adequate 
written description for either the full length polypeptide or the 
nucleotide sequences that may encode it. Additionally, the 
claims encompass the full length genomic DNA, which DNA is not 
adequately described.
